3. The overseas program proposed in reference (3) is approved 
for implementation to the extent possible within your capabilities and 
projected plans. This doe3 not constitute approval for the recommended 
increase in departmental personnel. 

4„ Closing of the network is not desired. It should be at 

least maintained on a sl55H!>y basis, and appropriately manned when 
trained personnel can be made available,
